Marfh SO.—The treaty of 
Icteiprocity between Cuban and tha 
United 
¿tatea 
wa* 
approved at • 
a^clock Saturday night In the Cuban 
senate by a vote of IS to 1. Thia ap* 
proval H abaolute, and la not ham* 
pered b / any Oonditionij the queatloi^ 
able time limit amendment having 
baen diepenaed with after the receipt 
of a message from Secretary Hay, in 
Which it was positively declared that 
President Roosevelt would call a spe- 
cial session of oongreaa prior to De- 
cember 1. 


The purport of thia aisurance waa 
transmitted to the senate by Presi- 
dent Palma and read at the beginning 
of the session« an hnderstanding hav- 
ing been reached {deviously with Sen- 
ators BustamentOi Capote and Dois, 
composing the majority of the foreign 
relatione committee, that the objec- 
tionable condition In the report be 
eliminated. 


Iflnal action was delayed for a long 
ftme by the discussion of an amehé» 
ment offered by Senators Sanguilly» 
Tamayo and Recio. reauirlng the house 
to pass upon the treaty. Senator Ban- 
guilly argued that while the oonstlta- 
tlon WAS not tfzpllcit upon this point, 
that the repreienatlves In congress ct 
the people ought to be conihlted aa 
well as the 
commercial 
iatereetat 
whose 
opinions 
the committee had 
sought eagerly. 
He cited the jetions 
of the United States, and said Cuba 
was afraid that the treaty would ba 
defeated if submitted to the house. 
Senator Ddls admitted that this waa a 
good reason, and Quoted the eonatitu- 
tton to ahow that reference to lha 
houae waa not required. 


Senator Sanguilly^ in â long and lia* 
passioned KfTeech against the ratlflca^ 
tlon of the treaty^ impressively pic- 
tured thér gradual Absorption of Cuba 
by the United itmim. In which he aald 
the present action was one step. Ha 
argued that it waa practically die- 
graceful for Cuba to bo a party to auch 
a achemoi The speaker's wit and elo- 
quence eftiised occasional bursts of 
approving applause from the spect»' 
tors, and when he concluded he wad 
greeted with a roar of applaui^ifi Is 
which all the senators Joined. 


Tha 
amendment 
requlriiif 
the 
house to pass on the treaty was de- 
feated by a vote of 6 to IS, 


Tbe vote was taken separately on 
each section of the nubstltute report 
The vote on the uncodditfonal rotifl- 
cation of tbo treaty watf 12 to 0; on the 
recommendation to the executive It 
was 11 to 9. 


The pre'^ent seMfoft of the senate 
than adjourned. The ratifications will 
be exchanffed by cable. 


United States Minister Squlers said: 
*The ratification of the treaty with* 
out amefidftrent is due almost entirely 
to tbe aiatfrances given by President 
Roosevelt that he will call an extra 
Session of congress before December 
1. This action of the president will 
bé appreciated and accepted by the 
Cuban government and people as aB 
additional evidence of the most •1»' 
cere friendship and interest on th# 
part of a man la whom they have evef 
had unbounded faith and confidenca.**

Would Juatify laauanee of Warrant 
Were He Alive —Mn Huire Acte 
Critleieed—Mra. Burdick Cenaured. 
Buffalo. N. Tm April l.-^Judge Mur- 
phy handed down hia findinga in the 
Burdick 
Inqueat 
yesterday and de- 
clared that the identity of the mur 
derer had not been proved. 


The statement ts an exhaustive re- 
view of tbe ^evidence brought out dur* 
ihg the inquest 
Special attention is 
given to the 
letteHÉ 
exchanged 
tween Arthur R. Pennell and Mrs. Bur* 
dick, particularly the one containing 
a threat against Burdick's life. Con- 
cerning these the Judge says: "Alto- 
gether those facts would, in my opin- 
ion. oonstituce Just ground of suspicion 
on which £l Warrant could be Issued, 
were he iillve/* 


Of Mrrf. Hull he says: "The action of 
Mrs. Hull on that morning (the morn- 
ing after the murder), and her testi- 
mony on the stand has caused me 
ttiuch thought and worry. 
To 
my 
mind, they are inconsistent with a 
perfeet Want Of knowledge as to what 
had actually Occurred. 
So little ap- 
parent feeling for the dead man, such 
an evident desire to cover up the 
^fime. and no disposition whatever to 
âid the authorities in apprehending 
the murderer may be explainable, but 
has not been explained." 


Speaking of Pennell's relations with 
ilrs. Burdick. Justice Murphy said: 
"His. of all others/ was the motive 
strong enough to incite a desperate 
mind already steeped in wrongdoing 
to so foul and cruel a murder, 


"The theory that Burdick had a 
woman In hla den as a guest that 
night has not been sustained by the 
evidence. 
It has not disclosed a sin- 
gle immoral act on his part 
It por- 
trays blm as a kiviag father an& more 
than magnanimoua and forgiving hus- 
band. 
Mra. Paine and Miaa Hutchin- 
son. whose names have been unfortu- 
natdiy brought into this case. are. so 
far as this inquest is able to deter- 
mlne> completely exonerated." 


After an exhaustive review ôi all 
thd avidence heard. Justice Murphf 
says: 


"The promises Mrs, Burdick made 
io 
her 
husband 
were 
shamelessly 
broken. 
Mr. Burdick finally told her 
she must leave the house, and at 
once applied for a divorm» 
Mr. Bur^ 
dick had been shadolriBg Mrs. Bur> 
dick and Mr. Pennell a (ong time. Mr. 
Pennell had detectives shadowing Bur* 
dick. So far as appears from the evi- 
dence Pennell had not succeeded la 
compromising l^rdick in any way. 
Not so with Burdick; he had a long 
list of places Where meetings were 
held, and a batch of letters written to 
Mrs. Burdick by Pennell. Did Pennell 
do it? Was hé responsible for it? 


"He had feturned from the deadi 
man's wife the day before the mdrder. 
He Was Very much excited the'^next 
morning and went and' pxircbasèd a 
revolver 
The clerks present at the i 
sale state that at times he did not 
appear at all like himself. He went 
to Ihe Palls, and later he telephoned 
for hia wife to oome and bring tha 
papera.

Th# Treaty WA* Bavetf Frem Atmed 
CArtala Defeat By Meeeage From 
Bctfrctary Hay‘~Oppoeitlen FcAf Ab> 
Aci^tlen by Halted •tatee. 
HavanA? MarCh 90.—The treaty oC 
Itfciproclty between Cuban and tha 
Uaited étates wai approved at 9 
A*clock Saturday night in the Cuban 
fanate by a vote of 19 to 9. This ap> 
^ v a l id absolute, and la aot ham* 
pered by any Condltlonii the question* 
Able time limit amendment having 
been dispensed with after the receipt 
of a message from Secretary Hay, in 
Which it was positively declared that 
President Roosevelt would call a spa* 
cial session of eongrees prior to De­ 
cember 1. 
The purport of this assurance was 
transmitted to the senate by Presi­ 
dent Palma and read at the beginning 
of the session, an tanderstanding hav­ 
ing been reached i^revlottsly with Sen* 
ators BustamentCi Capote and Doli, 
composing the majority of the foreign 
relations committee, that the objec* 
tlonable condition In the report ba 
diminated. 
Final action was delayed tor a loot 
Kmc by the discussion of an amend» 
Bent offered by Senators Sanguilly, 
Tamayo and Recio, requiring the bouse 
to pass upon the treaty. Senator Saa* 
gullly argued that while the oonsflto* 
tlon was not explicit apon this point, 
that the repreienativea In congress ot 
the people ougfht to be constiHed aa 
well as the 
commercial 
latereeta, 
whose opinions the committee had 
sought eagerly. He cited the Actions 
of the United States, and said Cuba 
was afraid that the treaty would ba 
defeated if submitted to the house. 
Senator DOls admitted that this was a 
good reasoh, and quoted the conatita* 
Hob to show that reference to tha 
houee was not required. 
Senator SAnguilly« in A k>ng and Ua* 
passioned i|9eech agaittst the ratifici^ 
tlon of thé treaty, (mpressively pic* 
tured thé' gradual Absorption of Cuba 
by the United Statai, in which he eaid 
the present action was one step. He 
argued that it was practically dis* 
graceful fer Cuba to be a party to aucb 
a achamei The speaker’s wit and elo­ 
quence «Attsed occasional bursts of 
approvlhg applause from the spectA' 
tors, and when he concluded he wad 
greeted with a roar of applaiife, la 
which all tha senators joined.

iustice Murphy taya Factc Known 
Would Justify Issuance cf Warrant 
Were He Alive —Mn Hull*» Acte 
Crltlciccd—Mre. Burdick Ccneured. 
Buffalo, N. Y., April l.-^Judge Mur* 
>hy banded down bis findings in the 
Burdick inqued yesterday and de­ 
clared that the identity of the mur 
derer had not been proved. 
The statement Is an exhaustive re­ 
view of the ^evidence brought out dur* 
ihg the inquest. Special attention is 
given to the lettei^ exchanged be* 
tween Arthur R. Pennell and Mrs. Bur* 
dick, particularly the one containing 
A threat against Burdick's life. Con­ 
cerning these the Judge says; “Alto­ 
gether tbo?e facts would, in my opin­ 
ion, constituce Just ground of suspicion 
on which & Warrant could be issued, 
were he iilive.” 
Of Mr^. Hull he saya: “The action of 
Mrs. Hull on that morning (the morn­ 
ing afte'f the murder), and her testi­ 
mony On the stand has caused me 
ttinch thought aiid worry. 
To 
my 
mind, they are inconsistent with a 
perfect v^ant Of knowledge as to what 
had actually Occurred. 
So little ap- 
pare&t feeling for the dead man, such 
an evident desire to cover up the 
lirime, and no disposition whatever to 
Aid the authorities in apprehending 
the murderer may be explainable, but 
has not been explained.“ 
Speaking of Pennell's relations with 
Mrs. Burdick, Justice Murphy said: 
“His. of all others,' Was the motive 
strong enough to Incite A desperate 
mind already steeped in wrongdoing 
to so foul and cruel A murder. 
“The theory that Burdick had a 
woman in his den As a guest that 
night has not been sustained by the 
evidence. It has not disclosed a sin­ 
gle immoral act on his part It por­ 
trays him as a loving father and more 
than magnanimous and forgiving hus­ 
band. Mrs. Paine and Miss Hutchin­ 
son, whose ilamee have been unfortu- 
aattfiy brought into this case, are, so 
far as this inquest is able to deter­ 
mine. completely exonerated." 
After an exhaustive review oi all 
th« evidence heard. Justice Murphy 
«ays: 
“The promises Mre. Burdick aaade 
lo her husband were shamelessly 
broken. Mr. Burdick finally told her 
she must leave the house, and at 
once applied for a divorcn. Mr. Bur­ 
dick had been shadoWMg Mrs. Bur* 
dick and Mr. Pennell a long time. Mr. 
Fennell had detectives shadowing Bur> 
dick. So far as appears from the evi­ 
dence Pennell had not succeeded la 
compromising Burdick in any way. 
Not so with Burdick: be had a long 
list of places Where meetings were 
held, and a batch of letters written to 
Mrs. Burdick by Pennell. Did Pennell 
do it? Was he responsible for it? 
“He had returned from the dead’I 
man's wife the day before the murder. 
He Was Very much excited the'next 
morning and went and purchased a 
revolver The clerks present at 'the‘| 
sale state that at times be did not 
appear at all< like himself. He went 
to the Falls, and later he telephoned 
for h(a wife to come and bring the 
papers. 
“In one of his letters ta Mn. Bufi 
dick there is an express threat that 
he would kill her husband/ The canb* 
ier and bartender of a New York hot^' 
have testified that he said h'C Would 
kill a certain roan if be went to the 
gallows for it. W* wife had written 
warning letters. Pennell Rad fall 
knowledge of the bouse and tt would 
have been an easy matter for him CO 
obtain a key thereto. 
“Altogether, these facts’ vrt)uld, ffc 
my opinion, co»stitute Just gl-ound of 
suspicion on wUch a warrant could be 
issued were he alive. That would bcit 
meaa, howevr, that be w a s guilty. 
Let us be as lair, then, to the dead as* 
the law presuihes to be the Hvlng. He 
must be presumed Innocent until 
prov^ guilty.

NAVAJO BLANKETS; 


How Th«y Won ThelrNfttloDAl Itspnta* 


t!on. 


Though Navajo blankets as 
rugs, 
portieres, couch coverings and a dozen 
other things, have held their own in 
American homes for ^ a season 
and 
more, there are many Interesting de* 
tails of their manufacture which are 
not known to the casual 
customer. 
The impress of the Spanish cross, re* 
calling the Invasions of the Coronado 
expedition of 1540 is still paramount in 
this industry of the tribe. This marked 
the Navajo's first knowledge of the 
white race, and the later Influence of 
Mexican art can be teaced in the zig- 
zagging" diamo'nd. There is always one 
blanket weaver in a Navajo family, 
generally a woman, though sometimes 
a man, and the blanket frame which is 
erected outside the "hogan," or hut. Is 
part of Its architecture. 
This frame 
is of upright posts or rude 
poles. 
Kneeling or squatting In front of it 
is the patient weaver from morning 
till night 
The blankets are considered 
a medium of barter, as current as any 
coin among the neighboring 
tribes, 
for the Navajo's country is the finest 
for flock raising, and their wool far 
famed. The dyes used, too, are practl- 
cally Indelible, and their manufacture 
is a tribe secret. 
The blanket is the 
banner garment of the squaws with 
dressy" aspirations, and the choicest 
of wigwam decorations. 
The 
care 
taken in the making of these blankets 
may be realized when one knows that 
two or three months are given to the 
manufacture of some of the more elab- 
orate. 
No two of these are ever ex- 
actly alike, and for certain tribal cere- 
monies 
especial 
patterns are intro- 
duced. 
The choicest designs are re- 
served for enshrouding the dead, as 
the journey to the "Happy Hunting 
Ground" is considered much enhanced 
by the richness of the traveler's wrap- 
ping. 
It is the Navajo blanket, too, 
that 
oftenest 
forms 
the 
charmed 
square of the snake dancing Mokis. 
and the sun dancers of the Shoshones 
and Arapahoes carpet their sacred In- 
closures with these,same weaves that 
American bachelors and den devotees 
pay such round prices for. No wonder, 
with its history, its wealth of associa- 
tion, with its richness of color and 
originality 
of 
design, 
the 
Navajo 
blanket has attained a National reputa- 
tion.

them that their premises cannot be in-, 
sured against fire. Perhaps, after all, 
the brains of jackdaws are sharper 
than is supposed. The nests are placed 
In the chimneys just when the fires are 
being given up for the summer, so that 
the jackdaws enjoy the use of the 
chimneys more than the man who pays 
for their erection.—Bird Lore.

In the eastern part of the great for­ 
est region of Central Africa, Avhere the 
okapi Avas dlscoA^ered, Mr. R. Mclnertz- 
hagen has recently killed specimens of 
a hitherto unclassified species of Avild 
swine, for Avhich the popular name 
"forest hog” has been suggested. 
It 
bears much resemblance to the wart- 
hog, but is less hideous in the shape 
of its skull and the arrangement of 
its teeth. 
It Is also more abundantly 
clothed Avith black hair. As in the case 
of the okapi, the late Sir H. M. Stanley 
heard of the existence of this hog, but 
did not see specimens of it. 


In reporting the results of the recent 
visit of the British Institution of CIa'11 
Engineers to America, Sir William 
White said that four neAV instalments 
noAV under w’ay on the Canadian side 
of Niagara Falls aa’ìII give an aggregate 
of 440,000 horse-poAver. 
When these 
w^orks are completed the grand total 
of poAver derived from Niagara on 
both sides of the river will be about 
700,000 horse-power, AA’h i c h , of course, 
Is but a fraction of the whole poAver of 
the falls. The A’lsltors were informed 
that within a radius of about forty- 
five miles from OttaAva sufliclent w-^ater- 
poAver exists to furnish nearly 1,000,000 
horse-power for driving machinery. 


The final report of the Royal Com­ 
mission on Coal Supplies presents some 
interesting facts. Assuming 4000 feet 
as the limit of depth and one foot as 
the minimum thickness of seam at 
Avhich coal mining is practicable, the 
commission estimates that the aA'ail- 
able quantity of coal ye,t untouched on 
the British Isles amounts to a little 
OA'^er one hundred 
thousand 
million 
tons. This is about ten thousand mil­ 
lion tons 
greater than the estimate 
made by the Coal Commission of 1871, 
notv/ithstandlng the fact that more 
than fiA'e and a half thousand million 
tons of coal have been raised in the 
meantime. The difference is accounted 
for by more accurate knoAViedge of 
the coal seams. 
The consumption of 
British coal in 1903 is estimated at 
one hundred and sixty-seven million 
tons, so tliat the report is reassuring 
as to any danger of immediate ex­ 
haustion of the supply.

Balloon Voyages Over Oceans, 


La Nature gives an Illustrated ac- 
count of the latest methods for con- 
trolling the flight of ballons in sea voy- 
ages. 
In order to prevent the balloon 
from being depressed by a shower of 
rain, its top terminates in a cone. In- 
stead of trailing a single rope, there is 
a system composed of a trailer float- 
ing: at the end of a long rope behind 
the balloon and a balance weight hang- 
ing in the water by a shorter, nearly 
vertical rope, the resistance of the 
latter body being necessarily less than 
that of the former. 
The sea itself 
furnishes an inexhaustible supply of 
ballast, and this can be drawn up to a 
cylindrical reservoir suspended above 
the blanca weight, a suction hose be- 
ing used for filling the reservoir. Two 
devlators are employed for directing 
the course of the balloon, one of which 
serves for angles of about 30 degrees, 
the other for angles as great, It is said 
as 70 or 80 degrees. 


TO PROTECT BEDROOM WALLS. 


To protect the walls of the bedrooms 
from knocks with the bedsteads it is 
au excellent plan to fix two small pads 
of chamois leather, ohe on each end 
rod at the head of the bed, so that if 
the bed is pushed back forcibly against 
the wall In the w^ay dear to the heart 
of the average maid servant, there is 
no chance of an ugly rubbed mark, as 
the pad keeps off the pressure. 


A WINDOW-HINT. 


Most of our city rooms,-evcn in apart* 
ment houses, have windows which are 
deeply enough set to allow for window 
seats. 
These add to the beauty aad 
convenience of a small room, and need 
not be expensive. Boxes may be fitted 
into the space, covered with hair cush- 
ions neatly tacked on, and a back 
made by tacking a flat cushlpn against 
the panelling.

SERVING "COMPANY" TABLE. 
A few simple rules may be laid 
down for serving the table. As a gen- 
eraj rule the maid removes the large 
service plates used under the soup 
plates at the time she brings the mie^ 
plates. 
Sometimes when the service 
plates are unusually handsome they 
are allowed to remain on the table un- 
til the dessert is served, so that the 
guests may always have plates before 
them. 


The maid passes the larger dishes 
and plates by hand; the smaller dishes 
holding olives, bonbons and sugar are 
passed on a tray. She serves all of the 
dishes from the left Tea, coffee and 
beverages are served from the right 
The guest may never take the plate 
from the waitress, but must permit her 
to place it on the table before him. 


Finger bowls should be used only 
with fruit courses. When the dish is a 
bit out of the ordinary It Is quite the 
thing for the hostess to cause herself 
^o be first served, when she begins to 
eat, thus demonstrating to the guests 
the proper way to eat it. When the 
hostess Is not served first it is the rule 
to begin with the lady next to her on 
the right, and begin with a different 
guest with each course, so that no one 
shall be always last 


The French always serve the host or 
hostess first a custom calculated to 
put the guests at ease. For luncheon 
It is best to serve hot rolls tucked Into 
napkins, rather than bread on plates.

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Lemon Turnovers—Mix one-third of a 
cupful of flour, two tablespoonfuls of 
powdered sugar and the grated rind 
of one lemon together; then add milk 
enough to make a batter, and two well 
beaten eggs and one tablespoonful of 
melted butter. 


Raisin pie—One cup of sugar, one 
cup of seeded raisins, one cup of sweet 
cream, the juice of one lemon and yolk 
<£ one egg. Chop raisins fine and b a k e 
•with one crust (white of one egg beat- 
en stiff and add a tablespoonful of 
sugar for the meringue). 
Then sit in 
oven until it becomes a golden brown. 


Celery Root Salad—Pare the celery 
roots; put them into cold water for 
twenty minutes, then put them in a 
stew pan; pour cold water over them; 
add a little salt and cook until tender; 
pour off tho water; cut the roots in 
slices and "when cold pour over a 
French dressing made with one table- 
spoonful of salad oil and three table- 
spoonfuls of vinegar, a little salt and 
pepper to season. 


Scotch Scones—To one quart of sifted 
flour add four level teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder; cut Into this one-quar- 
ter cup of lard and one-quarter cup of 
butter; add one teaspoonful of sugar; 
beat one egg until light and add to It 
two cupfuls of milk; toss this on a 
floured board, roll out half an inch 
thick, cut in three-inch square pieces, 
fold In half to form three corner pieces; 
bake on a hot griddle very slowly. 


Chocolate Loaf Cake—Cream half a 
/cup of butter with one and one-half 
cup of sugar; add two well beaten 
eggs; melt two squares of chocolate 
over hot water; pour over it half a cup 
of boiling water and stir until smooth; 
then add it to the first mixture; stir one 
tablespoon of soda into half a cup of 
buttermilk or sour milk; add this with 
three cupfuls of sifted fiotir, a pinch 
of salt and one teaspoonful of vanilla 
jto the other mixture; bake in a greased 
/cake pan in a moderate oven twenty 
jniautes; this may be baked in layer 
cake pans and put together with white

DIFFICULTIES MET 
IN SMUGGLING JEWELS. 


The United States Government Has 
Agents Abroad Who Watch the 
Purchasers of Precious Stones. 


The first difficulty in smusrgling may 
be encountered at tjie diamond mar- 
Ivots of Europe. In Paris, for instance, 
Ihe United States Government has four 
asients whose duty is to 
keep 
the 
United States customs oflicinls in touch 
with the purchases of stones by rosi* 
dents of the United States. 
If John 
Jones of New Yorlc is visiting Paris 
and has bought a fine diamond or 
more from a Paris dealer and returns 
to the New York port of entry without 
declaring sucli stones, a question is 
certain to be asked of him. 
The Paris dealer, in accordance with 
the custom of the trade, has taken 
the name and address of the purchaser, 
a description of the stone, its color, its 
weight, and, perhaps, a memorandum 
of a possible peculiarity. 
Yet there 
are European diamond dealers who do 
not recognize the justice of protective 
tariils, or even tariffs for revenue, and 
some of these 
refuse 
to recognize 
American agents. 
But considering tliat the 'would-be 
smuggler makes his successful pur­ 
chases in the European markets and 
starts home with them. 
In the first 
place he has had the expenses of the 
trip across. 
Going over he may have 
gone in the second cabin of a steamer, 
but coming back it will be to his ad­ 
vantage in every way to return in the 
first cabin. 
Thus, his expenses, even 
if he lives in New York or Boston» will 
have been at least $200, while the,\ 
might as easily have been ?oOO lor tho 
round trip. The time of the trip will 
be scarcely less than a month, which, 
for a man of average ability in a cleri­ 
cal position, will mean $100 at least. 
The interest on tbe money primarily in­ 
vested in the stones w'ill need to be 
considered, to say nothing of the ele­ 
ment of risk.—New York News.

The following is a translation by 
Commercial Intelligence. London, from 
a report by the Austro-Hungarian Con­ 
sul at Cairo: “Among commercial trav­ 
elers engaged here during the 1903-4 
season the Germans were far superior 
in number. 
Some sixty per cent, rep­ 
resented German 
firms, next being 
Italian houses wil5h fifteen per cent. 
From seven to eight, per cent, fell to 
the share of French firms, between six 
and seven to that of Austro-Hunga­ 
rian, nearly six to that of Swiss, and 
only about four to that of English. 
But, then, the German travelers are 
not only numerically preponderant, but 
taken on the average they are smarter 
and more skilful than their competi­ 
tors. 
No trip is too troublesome for 
them—no season too unfavorable. 
In 
•n^ery way they are most keenly alive 
to the Interests of their firms. 
Not 
only do they control all districts where 
there is competition, but also buy up 
samples of competing goods, which 
their firms then Imitate for the most 
part more cheaply/*

According to a report of tests made 
by Dr. Clement and Dr. Huchard, for­ 
mic acid can Increase the strength of 
people In an extraordinary manner. 
One delicate subject who could only 
raise a light weight was, after I^eing 
experimented upon, able to lift five 
times the amount. 
Dr. Iluchard's experiment upon him­ 
self is decidedly interesting. 
In two 
days, it is said, he doubled his strength, 
and in five days trebled it. To achieve 
this he had taken five grammes. 
Formic acid is a colorless liquid 
found in the bodies of ants, in the 
hairs and other parts of certain cater­ 
pillars and in nettles. 
It has a pun­ 
gent smell, is highly corrosive and may 
be prepared artificially in many differ­ 
ent ways. 
Formic acid and all its salts are 
strong reducing agents and precipitate 
metal from solution of gold, silver and 
mercury »alts.—London Express. • 


Ditcriiulnation In Kallwuy Kates, 
All railroad men qualiüed to speak 
on tho subject In a responsible way 
are likely to agree with Presidont Sam* 
uel Spencer, of the Southern Railway, 
when ho says: “There is no division of 
opinion as to tbe deslrabilHy of stop- 
lyng all secret or unjustly discrimina­ 
tory devices and practices of whatso­ 
ever character.** 
Mr. Spencer, in speaking of “unjust­ 
ly dlscrimiuatory” rates and devlcee» 
makes a distinction whicli is at once 
apparent to common sense. There may 
be discvlminatiou 
in 
freight 
rates 
which is Just, reasonable and impera­ 
tively required by tho complex com­ 
mercial and geographical conditions 
with which expert rate makers have to 
deal. To abolish such open and honest 
discrimination might paralyze the in­ 
dustries of cities, Stales and whole sec­ 
tions of our national territory. 
This distinction between just and 
unjust discrimination Is clearly recog­ 
nized in tho conclusions of the Inter­ 
national Railway Congress, published 
yesterday: 
“Tariffs should bo based on comm ore I al 
principles, taking iuto aooount tho apoolal 
oouditions whioh bear upon tho coinmorclal 
valuo of the sorv^lcos r*^ndered. With the 
reservation that rates shall bo ohargi’d with­ 
out arbitrary dlsorimination to all shippon 
alike under like conditions, tho making oí 
rates should as tar as ])ossihlo have all tho 
elasticity nocessary to permit tho dovolop- 
mont of tho trafUc and to produoo tho great­ 
est results to tho publio and to tho railroads 
thomsolves.” 
The present proposal is. as Mr. Walk­ 
er D, Hines, of Louisville, showed in 
his remarkable testimony the other 
day before the Senate Committee at 
Washington, to crystallze flexible and 
justly discriminatory rates into fixed 
Government rates which cannot be 
changed except by tho intervention of 
some Government tribunal, and by this 
very process to increase “the tempta­ 
tion to depart from the published rate 
and the lawful rate in order to meet 
some overpowering and urgent com­ 
mercial condition,"—New York Sun,

Are the Packers RecelTln^ Fair Plaj? 
When the Garfield report on the 
business methods of the packers at>- 
peared, after eight months’ investiga­ 
tion, it was severely criticised and 
roundly denounced. After three months 
of publicity it is significant that those 
who attempted to discredit it have 
failed to controvert the figures con­ 
tained in that exhaustive document. 
The public is beginning to notice this 
omission, and the feeling Is rapidly 
growing that the sensational charges 
out of which the “Beef Investigation*' 
arose were without foirndatlon. 
If the 
official statements of the report are 
Busceptlble of contradiction, a good 
many people are now asking why the 
facts and figure» are not furnished to 
contradict them. 
The truth seems to be that mos^ of 
the charges contain unfounded sensa­ 
tional assertions, A flagrant example 
of this appeared in a recent article in 
an Eastern magazine, to the effect that 
“forty Iowa banlcs were forced to close 
their doors In 1903-4 by the Beef 
Trust's manipulation of cattle prices." 
Chief Clerk Cox, of the banking de­ 
partment of the Iowa State Auditor'a 
office, has tabulated the list of banks 
given in the magazine article and has 
publicly denounced tho statement as 
utterly untrue. 
He gives separately 
the reasons for each failure mentioned 
and officially states that they have 
been caused by unwise speculations and 
by reckless banking piethods. It may 
be well to suspend judgment upon the 
packers until the charges against them 
are proved.

To Beautffir Battlefield. 


There still remain iu the National Park 
at Gettysburg about 22 acres of land that 
was In forest at the time of the battle 
and is {jow without trees, and at the re- 
quest of Col Nicholson, Chairman, the 
Secretary of War has requested the Sec 
retary of Agriculture to detail fr^m the 
Bureau of forestry experts to make an 
examination of the land, having in view 
reforesting.

than fiA’^e and a half thousand million 
tons of coal have been raised in the 
meantime. The difference is accounted 
for by more accurate knoAvledge of 
the coal seams. 
The consumption of 
British coal in 1903 Is estimated at 
one hundred and sixty-seven million 
tons, so that the report is reassuring 
as to any danger of Immediate ex­ 
haustion of the supply.

Tbe first difficulty in smuggling may 
be oncounlered at tjio diamond mar­ 
kets of Europe. In Paris, for Instance, 
the United States Government has four 
airents whose duty Is to 
keep tho 
Tnited States customs ofiicials in touch 
witli the purchases of stones by resl- 
doni- uj t!io United States. 
If John 
Jones of New York is Visiting Paris 
and has bought a fine diamond or 
more from a Paris dealer and returns 
to the New York port of entry without 
declaring such stones, a question is 
certain to be asked of him. 
The Paris dealer, In accordance with 
the custom of the trade, has taken 
tho name and address of the purchaser, 
a description of the stone, its color, its 
weight, and, perhaps, a memorandum 
of a possible peculiarity. 
Yet there 
are European diamond dealers who do 
not recognize the justice of protective 
tariffs, or even tariffs for revenue, and 
some of these refuse to recognize 
American agents. 
But considering that the would-be 
smuggler makes his successful pur- 
chases in the European markets and 
starts home with them. 
In the first 
place he has had the expenses of the 
trip across. Going over he may have 
gone in the second cabin of a steamer, 
but coming back it will be to his ad­ 
vantage In every way to return in the 
first cabin. Thus, his expenses, even 
if he lives in New York or Boston, Avill 
have been at least $200, while the.\ 
might as easily have been .?oOO for tho 
round trip. The time of the trip will 
be scarcely less than a month, >Yhicli, 
for a man of average ability in a cleri­ 
cal position, will mean $100 at least. 
The interest on the money primarily in­ 
vested in the stones will need to be 
considered, to say nothing of the ele­ 
ment of risk.—New l^'ork News.

H ow GermAfiB I>o Builnefi. 
The following is a translation by 
Commercial Intelligence. London, from 
a report by the Austro-Hungarian Con­ 
sul at Cairo: “Among commercial trav­ 
elers engaged here during the 1903-4 
season the Germans were far superior 
in number. Some sixty per cent, rep­ 
resented German firms, next being 
Italian houses w4^h fifteen per cent. 
From seven to eight* per cent, fell to 
the share of French firms, between six 
and seven to that of Austro-Hunga­ 
rian, nearly six to that of Swiss, and 
only about four to that of English. 
But, then, the German travelers are 
not only numerically preponderant, but 
taken on the average they are smarter 
and more skilful than their competi­ 
tors. 
No trip is too troublesome for 
them—-no season too unfavorable. 
In 
livery way they are most keenly alive 
to the interests of their firms. 
Not 
only do they control all districts where 
there is competition, but also buy up 
samples of competing goods, which 
their firms then Imitate for tho most 
part more cheaply."

According to a report of tests made 
by Dr, Clement and Dr. Huchard, for­ 
mic acid can Increase the strejjgth of 
people in an extraordinary manner.

Dr. Huchard's experiment upon him­ 
self is decidedly interesting. 
In two 
days, It is said, he doubled his strength, 
and in five days trebled it. To achieve 
this he had taken five grammes. 
Formic acid is a coloxiess liquid 
found in the bodies of ants, in the 
hairs and other parts of certain cater­ 
pillars and in nettles. 
It has a pun­ 
gent smell, is highly corrosive and may 
be prepared artificially in many differ­ 
ent ways. 
Formic acid and all its salts are 
strong reducing agents and precipitate 
metal from solution of gold, silver and 
mercury saits.—London Express. •

All railroad men qualiflod to spoak 
on tho subject in a rospoujible way 
are likely to agree with Proaldont Sam­ 
uel Spencer» of the Southern Uailway, 
when he says: “Tliere is no division of 
opinion as to the desirability of stop, 
tíng all secret or unjustly discrimina* 
tor>" devices and practices of whatso­ 
ever character.** 
Mr. Spencer, in speaking of “unjust­ 
ly discriminatory” rates and dovlcei, 
makes a distinction which Is at once 
apparent to common sense. There may 
be discrimination in 
freight 
rates 
wblcli Is Just, reasonable and impera­ 
tively required by tho complex com­ 
mercial and geographical conditions 
with which export rate makers have to 
deal. To abolish such open and lionest 
discrimination might paralyr.e the in­ 
dustries of cities. Slates and whole sec­ 
tions of our national territory. 
This distinction between just and 
unjust discrimination is clearly recog­ 
nized In the conclusions of the Inter­ 
national Railway Congress, published 
yesterday: 
‘‘Tariffs should bo based on commercial 
principios, taking into aoeouut tho spoclal 
oonditlons whloh bear upon tho commorclal 
valuo of the sorvlooa rondor*»d. With tho 
reservation that rat eg shall be oharg»*d with­ 
out arbitrary dlsoriminatlon to all shipper! 
alike under like conditions, tho making of 
rates should as tar as possible havo all the 
elasticity nocessary to permit tho dovolop. 
mom of tho trafTlc and to produce tho great­ 
est results to tho publio and to tho railroads 
themselves.*' 
The present proposal is, as Mr. Walk­ 
er D. Hines, of Louisville, showed in 
his remarkable testimony the other 
day before the Senate Committee at 
Washington, to crystallze flexible and 
justly discriminatory rates into fixed 
Government rates which cannot be 
changed except by tho Intervention of 
some Government tribunal, and by thli 
very process to increase “the tempta­ 
tion to depart from the published rate 
and the lawful rate in order to meet 
some overpowering and urgent com­ 
mercial condition."-“New York Sun,

Are tlie Packcrt R«c«lTltiK F »lr Pl»yT 
When the Garfield report on the 
business methods of the packers af)- 
peared, after eight months' investiga­ 
tion, it was severely criticised and 
roundly denounced. After three months 
of publicity it is significant that those 
who attempted to discredit It have 
failed to controvert the figures con­ 
tained In that exhaustive document. 
The public is beginning to notice this 
omission, and the feeling is rapidly 
growing that the sensational charges 
out of which the “Beef Investigation” 
arose were without focrndation. If the 
ofilclal statements of the report are 
susceptible of contradiction, a good 
many people are now asking why the 
facts and flgurea are not furnished to 
contradict them. 
The truth seems to be that mos^ of 
the charges contain unfounded sensa­ 
tional assertions. A flagrant example 
of this appeared in a recent article In 
an Eastern magazine, to the effect tbat 
“forty Iowa banks were forced to close 
their doors In 1903-4 by the Beef 
Trust's manipulation of cattle prices.” 
Chief Clerk Cox, of the banking de­ 
partment of the Iowa State Auditor's 
office, has tabulated the list of banks 
given in the magazine article and has 
publicly denounced tho statement as 
utterly untrue. 
He gives separately 
the reasons for each failure mentioned 
and ofl3cialIy states that they have 
been caused by unwise speculations and 
by reckless banking piethods. It may 
be well to suspend Judgment upon the 
packers until the charges against them 
are proved.

"Dower Rightt" of Married Women. 


Senator Elsberg's bill In New York 
affecting dower rights does not pro- 
pose a decided break in the system 
which has grown up during a thousand 
troubled years for the protection of 
married women. 
It does not abolish 
dower, but simplifies the legal proce- 
dure of It» release. 
Hence the de- 
bate upon dov/er In general which the 
bill has occasioned In the women's, 
clubs is premature. 
It has, however, 
called attention to the fact that New 
York is among those which have most 
Jealously preserved the ancient custom. 
For while the married woman's dow- 
er right In one-third of her husband's 
real estate remains in the majority 
of our states.. New York Is one of four 
In which even martial Infidelity and 
elopement did not break it, unless fol- 
lowed by divorce. 
Several Western 
States have abolished dower; In Louis- 
iana, which derives Its laws largely 
from French sources. It has never ex- 
isted, though the Gallic custom of mar- 
riage dowries furnishes In some re- 
spects a satisfactory substitute. 
The 
common-law right.of dower in Eng- 
land, from which ours is derived, has 
been variously attributed to the Danes 
and to the Norman Invasion. 
It is 
in any event very ancient 
The con- 
stant tendency both in England and in 
this coutry has been to modify and 
simplify it 
But in essence the prin- 
ciple still stands in most of our states, 
and conservative women would prob- 
ably not welcome its abolition.

A certain manufacturer of wood pulp 
noticed great clouds of sulphur float- 
ing away from the smokestacks of the 
nickel 
smelting 
works, and as he 
needed sulphur, he set some chemists 
to experimenting, with a view to sav- 
ing it. They discovered a way to do 
this, and then he began smelting nickel 
ore himself, and from the sulphur ob- 
tained from the smoke, combined with 
limestone and water, he makes all the 
calcium sulphite needed in his manu- 
facture of wood pulp. 


Before the last meeting of the Dela- 
ware Valley Ornithological Clul) Mr. 
William Bailey spoke on the methods 
to be employed to attract native wild 
birds 
around 
country 
homes.

Bailey thought that people were too 
willing to accept the dictum that Eng.

He point- 
ed out that such birds as blue jays and 
wrens might be persuaded to take up 
their abode about the house, if propei 
quarters were provided for them. Ii) 
the first place, openings to bird boxes 
intended for wrens must be made 
small enough to keep the sparrows out 
Secondly, it was necessary to bear in 
mind that the birds desired were wild 
birds, and wild birds arc not attracted 
by 
elaborately-turreted 
pagodas .so 
much as simple, homely structures—a 
tomato can wilh a hole in it. for in- 
stance. 
Another powerful factor in 
repelling the wild birds was the habit 
of keeping country grounds in such 
perfect order. 
Closely cropped grass 
and symmetrically 
trimmed 
bushes 
were not nearly so attractive to wild 
birds as grounds and shrubbery which 
are more true to nature. If you want 
nature'8 cherubs, be natural.

Mining Meershatim in Turkey. 


At present there are four districts 
in Turkey in- which anyone who so 
desires may enter into the business 
of meershaum mining simply by pay- 
ing the Ottoman, government the sum 
demanded for a license—namely, five 
pilastens. These districts, as rescrib- 
ed by the Revus Sclentifique, are Sari- 
Sou, Sepetdji, Geikli and Menlon. The 
6,000 miners already engaged in this 
industry are Kurds and Persians, and 
all of them work according to the 
most primitive methods. The work is 
carried on night and day by means of 
petroleum lamps, the blocks of meer- 
shaum being brought to the surface 
still imbedded in their matrix. 
On 
the weekly sale day the workmen meet 
and sell their goods to the "luledjis," 
or pipe manufacturers of Esklchehir. 
The blocks are then, taken to the town 
aoid washed, after which they are cut 
into suitable pieces w^ile the matter 
Is still very soft 
Sorting and class- 
ing la then proceeded with, and ths 
"luledjis," in their turn, sell 
their 
purchases to the larger dealers, who 
export the meerschaum, carefully en- 
Teloped in 
cotton 
wadding. 
Meer- 
schaum is composed of about 70 per 
cent, of carbonate of magnesia, 0.25 
of ftilex and 0.05 of aluminium. 


Mount McKlnley.

Temperance Workers Learning Value 
«f Moderation in Attack—Two New 
^ • w e from which Good Résulté Are 
Expected—Blow at the "Club" Evil. 


' No one needs to be told 
that the 
" éreml curse of England 
is drunken- 
writes Sidney Brooks, the Lon- 
•^on corespondent of the 
New York 
•Commercial 
Advertiser. But 
only 
'those who have seen with their own 
eyes can realize how appalling is the 
national affliction, how much of the 
•bestiality, crime and hopelessness of 
the English poor flows from it; how 
terrible and unceasing is its drain on 
the physical and mental vigor of the 
Inasses. However little one may sym- 
pathize with 
extremists 
as a rule, 
there are moments when one can for- 
^ tive an English temperance reformer 
-anything and everything. 
He may ex- 
aggerate, he may be impractical, he 
may be defeating his own end by bis 
tunmeasured violence, but the provoca- 
tion he meets with whenever he sets 
/foot out of doors is something of which 
Americans have, happily, no concep- 
i tion. There is no need to penetrate 
into the city slums. These seems to 
be hardly a hundred years in- any part 
of London without its saloon, and its 
•crowd of shuffling, sodden, inhuman- 
looking men and women; and 
it is 
easy to understand that the sight of 
them, acting on a zealous and emotion- 
nature, must hurry it into excesses 
•of rhetoric and unreasoning 
counter 
«trokes. 
There is no country where 
It is so hard to be moderate 
on the 
•drinlc question as* in England, and the 
measure of the hysteria provoked by 
Its discussion gives the measure of the 
national vice. I believe, however, the 
temperance party has in great 
part 
Jeamed its lesson. The overwhelming 
rejection by the country 
of Sir Wil- 
liam Harcourt's local veto bill brought 
it up face to face with the unescapable 
fact that moderation 
is the political 
key note of England and Englishmen. 
Since then It has worked on humbler 
and more practical lines and not with- 
out success. The 
difficulties in its 
are colos-sal. There is no Industry 
so wealthy, so splendidly organized 
In and out of parliament and so influ- 
ential as the brewing 
and distilling 
trade, and whenever It is attacked it 
putB up the stubbomest of fights. Add 
to this its political alliance with the 
Conservatives and its consequent hold 
over the church, add further the Eng- 
lish avers-ion to fanaticism of all kinds, 
the appealingness of the 
cry 
that 
"the British 
worklngman 
Is 
being 
robbed of his beer," and you may well 
imagine thero is hardly any reform in 
the social sphere more difficult to ef- 
fect than that of temperance. Indeed, It 
will never be srappled with seriously 
until a government, following out the 
suggestions of 
Lord 
Peel's commis- 
i^.sion, elects to stand or fall by its reg- 
ulation of the drink traffic, and of that 
in the present timidity of 
the "gov- 
erning classes" there Is but the slight- 
est hopa. 


Meanwhile there came into force on 
the first day of this new year two 
acts, that so far as they go are an ef- 
fort of some value to diminish drunk- 
enness. Whether indeed they are not 
too stringent and, therefore, liable tô 
fall through 
non-enforcement is 
a 
point that is being a good deal 
dis- 
cussed. Their provisions, at any rate, 
are 
worth 
summarizing. 
Hencefor- 
ward a man—and, of course, a woman/ 
too,—who has been Judged by a magis- 
trade to be an 
"habitual 
drunkard" 
iWill be liable to a fine If within three 
years after the date of his offense if 
he even attempts to obtain liquor on 
any licensed premises. Any 
license 
liolder who supplies him with drink, 
^or allows any other person to do so, 
will be liable to a fine of |50 for the 
first offense and $100 for later ones. 
f> Tbe provision applies not only to sa- 
loon keepers, but to grocers and clubs. 
Row, it may be asked, is a publican 
or a club manager or a grocer to know 
an habitual drunkard 
when he sees 
him? The answer, whether partial or 
complete has 
yet to 
be 
proved, is 
found in the provision that directs the 
police to forward the particulars of 
Bach case, the name and address and 
personal description of the offender, to 
all license holders^ 
The police, too, 
are specially enjoined to assist license 
holders in identifying confirmed 
in- 
ebriates. It Is almost 
impossible at 
present to say whether these 
provi- 
sions will prove workable and effica- 
cious. The difficulties 
of enforcing 
them are palpable 
on 
the surface. 
Magistrates, however, have already be- 
i^un to apply the new act with vigor, 
and two men who were brought 
up 
yesterday before the West I^ndon po- 
lice court charged with 
drunkenness 
and proved to have been 
convicted 
three times within 
the last 
twelve 
months were at once placed on the 
"black list/' and for the next 
three 
years will be fined |5 on their first at- 
tempt to get a drink and |10 for all 
subsequent attempts. 


So much for habitual 
drunkards* 
•The law with regard to ordinary and 
p l a t e d drunkenness 
is also 
nuide 
auch more stringent. Before 
New 
^Vaar's day a man found drunk and in- 
capable in a public place was usually 
locked up till be was sober, and then 


either released or iserved with a sum- 
mons. By the new act be may be ap- 
prehended and 
charged 
forthwith. 
Should the person at the time of the 
offense be in charge of an Infant ap- 
parently under the age of seven, a fine 
may be imposed up to |10. Again, be- 
fore New Yearns day It was an offense 
to permit 
drunkenness on 
licensed 
premises, but to bring home the of- 
fense was exceedingly difficult, as the 
prosecution had to prove affirmatively 
that the publican did "permit," Under 
the new act the burden 
of proof is 
thrown upon the publican. If a license 
holder is charged 
with - permitting 
drunkenness 
and.' drunkenness 
Is 
proved to have taken place 
on his 
premises, it Is now up to him to show 
that he and his employes "took all rea- 
sonable steps" to prevent it. 


But the provision which has attract- 
ed the most general notice and is now 
glutting the magistrates with work is 
that which allows a husband to seek 
separation from his wife, or 
a wife 
from her husband, when either 
Is a 
habitual drunkard. The privilege is 
being availed of on an enormous scale 
and by every class of people. Yester- 
day at one court a baronet, two 
knights, two solicitors and over a doz- 
en small tradesmen asked 
for sum- 
monses against their wives. The bal- 
ance may be adjusted as time goes on, 
though the increase 
of drunkenness 
among women is one of the most no- 
torious and appalling facts of present- 
day English life. 


In addition to all this, the new acts 
strike a shrewd blow at the drinking 
hells tha are run under the disguise of 
clubs. Henceforward 
all 
clubs, of 
whatever kind, that 
own 
premises 
where intoxicating liquor is supplied 
to members or their guests are to be 
registered and 
a statement 
of the 
club's objects, the number of its mem- 
bers, its rules and regulations, must 
be furnished to the police. No member 
henceforward will be alowed to send 
an agent or servant who Is not a mem- 
ber to fetch liquor for him from the 
club. Clubs that fall to register and 
yet keep on selling Intoxicating drinks 
will be liable In the persons of the 
secretary and management committee, 
to a fine of $250. It will 
be in the 
power of the police or of anybody else 
to represent to a court of summary 
jurisdiction that the club is a bogus 
affair or that there is frequent drunk- 
enness in It. If the court finds the 
representation proved the club will be 
struck off the register, and will Incur 
heavy penalties if still continued. Fa- 
cilities are also given for search war- 
rants in case of good reason 
being 
shown for the belief that a club is not 
being properly conducted. There are 
several other minor reforms 
In the 
two acts. They do not, of course, go 
to the root of the evil, and they will 
not stop drunkenness. 
But 
if strin- 
gently enforced they may 
make the 
drunkard's life so thoroughly irksome 
that he will consider the question of 
turning over a new leaf from a fresh 
point of view. 


tCICNCe AND INDUftTRV. 


The west «hora of tSke Hudmo river, 
lust tOson the Highlands, seems to 
have been a favorite resort for masto- 
dons. 
Three skeletons were dug up 
from 'th# swamps of Orange 'county 
several years ago, and another has 
Just been discovered near Newburgh. 
The bones of the latter were scattered 
over an area of 1000 square feet, at 
depths varying from two to eight feet, 
whereas, the others were found close 
together where the gigantic animals 
had perished. 


Prof. H, P. Attwater.'^W of the 
most noted zoologists of the south, has 
been making a study of the food hab- 
its of Texas birds and animals for 
many years. 
In regard to the long- 
disputed question as to whether quails 
are Insectivorous, he says that his in 
vestlgations prove beyond a doubt that 
they feed upon insects. 
He believes 
that if proper protection were efforded 
the birds and encouragement given 
their propagation the losses suffered 
by the farmers from the insect pests 
would be greatly reduced.

It has been found that when the ve- 
locity of a steamship screw is in- 
creased above a certain limit, a cavity 
is formed in the water inside which 
the screw revolves, and on account of 
this cavity an increase of power gives 
no increase of speed to the shlp.i-^ This 
phenomenon has been called cavita- 
tion and mathematical investigation, 
proved 
by

experiments, 
show« that it may be avoided by pre- 
serving a certain ratio between the re- 
sistance and the propelling surface. 
The speed of some vessels has been 
increased by simply changing their 
screws.

In a late interesting account of spid- 
er life. Dr. Dallinger describes the 
ruthless destruction by the Ichneumon 
fly and by certain wasps. The young 
of some wasps can live only on live 
spiders, and the mother wasp, there- 
fore, renders the spiders powerless by 
her sting—^after which they can live a 
month—and then deposits them in the 
cocoon where she has placed her egg. 
On hatching out, the wasp grub feeds 
on the bodies of the living spiders. 
Another wasp deposits her egg in the 
body of the spider, which is then bur- 
ied alive and is fed upon by the wasp 
grub.

The Population of China. 


Some doubt has been thrown by re- 
cent travelers upon the correctness 
of the accepted notion that China is 
a land'of teeming population. It has 
been asserted that the human hives 
along the seaboard and the great riv- 
ers of China ought not to be taken 
as basis for estimates; that in those 
parts of the Empire which lie off the 
main routes of traffic (the natural and 
artificial watercourses) 
the 
popula- 
tion of China Is comparatively thin. 


A cencus recently taken by the Pé- 
kin government for the purpose of 
assessing taxes to meet the indem- 
nity payments, seems, however, to 
prove the accuracy of the older estl. 
mates. The concus shows that the 18 
provinces oi' China propen contain 
407,737,305 
inhabitants ; 
that 
Man- 
churia- has 8.500,000 - and Mongolia. 
Thibet and Chinese Turkestan a lit- 
tle over 10,000,000. The total popula- 
tion of the Empire Is 426,447,325, ac- 
cording to this enumeration. The ab- 
solute reliability of Asiatic statistics 
Is questioned; nevertheless, the agree- 
ment of the results of the cencus with 
the accepted estimates is so close as 
to invite confidence. The statement 
that the Chinese Empire contains one. 
third of the human race will hereafter 
be regarded more than ever as an ap- 
proximate truth.—Philadelphia 
Rec- 
ord.

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French Ostriches. 


The Riviera has a new feature of in- 
terest, which may in time develop in- 
to a valuable industry—the first of its 
kind in 
Europe. 
About 
eighteen 
months ago an attempt was determined 
upon to acclimatize, near Nice, an os- 
trich farm, and, as this is the first 
time such an idea has been realized 
outside the tropics, the exi>eriment has 
been watched with great interest. The 
other day ithe firsit "harvest" was gath- 
ered in by a genieiral plucking of the 
bird's tails. The Niçois says it at- 
tracted a large crowd, and that so far 
ostrich farming in France 
is a suc- 
cess.—London Globe. 


Treatment by Roentgen rays is prov- 
ing of importance in cancer of the 
sMn. Reporting four recent cures, Dr. 
Gilchrist mentioned having 
seen in 


Manchester 34 cases that liad been 
completely cured, while Finsen has 
reported 45 cases. 
The application 
usually lasts 15 minutes, though it 
may extend to SO-minutes. Tiie malig- 
nant cells seem to be specially sought 
ooit by the rayis,- bu^bums may occur, 
and ' for preventing them a special 
glass tube—opaque except at thq ends 
—has been devised. The effects vary 
greatly with the idiosyncracies of the 
patients.

The "sudd," which Infests the "White 
Nile and completely blocks navigation 
if not frequently removed, consists 
I chiefly of papyrus and tiger or ele- 
phant grass, a kind of bamboo grow- 
ing to a height of 20 feet. - Up these 
stalks climbs a creeper of the, con- 
volvulus 
species, which binds 
the 
whole mass into a compact, and im- 
penetrable submarine thicket. 
There 
is also intermixed with this consider- 
able amhatch and a long sword grass 
that cuts like a knife and Is called 
"oomBOof." 
The method used for 
clearing the "sudd-rldden" portions of 
the river is as follows: 
It is first 
necessary usually to locate the river 
bed, the sudd being so thick and solid 
that no surface indication of the chan- 
nel exists. This is done by probing. 
Next the top growth Is burnt or cut 
off. Men now cut the sudd along the 
river bank with saws and then divide 
It into large blocks by means of tran- 
verse cuts. 
The small paddlewheel 
steamboat which is used for the work 
Is then run up to the open water end 
of the block and fastened to it by 
means of steel hawsers. 
She then 
goes full speed astern until the block 
is torn loose. This Is now towed clear 
and sent adrift down stream. 
By 
means of this process many miles of 
navigable river have already been res 
cuedv
